Point Arguello, might well be 
synonymous, for weeks on end, 
c o l d , wetter-than-usual fog 
blows down from the north 
and catches the rough sand 
and rock of Point Arguello; 
breakers seem to gather them- 
selves up a little higher for 
their dash to the jagged and 
slimy rocks of the Point. 
A 


small post office station slight- 
ly north of Arguello is well 
named for the area—Surf. 


In the remote Point Arguello 


region the U. S. Coast Guard 
has established several aids to 
mariners designed to pierce the 
lingering fog and to warn ships 
away from almost certain de- 
struction, though should a ves- 
sel be piled into the boulders 
of Arguello the Coast Guard 
stands ready and fully equipped 
to render immediate assistance. 


"Why, we've had this fog- 


horn going for two solid weeks 
without let up," says Chief 
Engineman Harold A. C. Du- 
Chene, officer-in-charge of the 
Coast 
Guard's light 
station

which has been perched for 
the past 50 years near the tip 
of Point Arguello. 


The light station's diaphone, 


or foghorn, which seems reluc- 
tant to cease its mournful bel- 
lowing, can be heard well over 
seven miles at sea, DuChene 
says. Vessels at sea have re- 
ported seeing the station's 1,- 
200,000-eandlepower b e a c o n , 
built atop a metal framework 
tower, as far as 18 miles out. 
Point Arguello's light is actu- 


ally a pair of airway beacons 
set one above the other in a 
relatively new type of arrange- 
ment used primarily for rea- 
sons of economy since they are 
much less costly to install than 
hand-polished prisms, as in 
most lighthouses. 
But Du- 


Chene's chief pride lies in what 
he says is the west coast's 
most powerful radio-beacon, a 
device which enables craft up

UTTING dangerously out 
into the Pacific some 150 
miles northwest of Los 


Angeles is mist-shrouded Point 
Arguello., at one time a lead- 
ing contender for the title of 
the west coast's graveyard of 
ships. 
Topping the list of 


major disasters in the Arguello 
area, seven United States de- 
^stroyers were pounded ashore 
In soupy fog slightly north of 
the Point in September, 1923, 
with a loss of 22 lives, while 
many other vessels from an- 
cient sailors to modem day 
steamers have been swept to 
destruction at the Point as a 
result of storms and, of course, 
log.

RELIEVED to be the old- 


est 
Episcopal Church 


vve-st of the G r e a t 


Lakes, Emmanuel Church of 
Grass Valley, California, has 
served live generations of par- 
ishioners. R e g u l a r services 
have been held in the parish 
'for 96 years, and for 94 years 
in the same church edifice. 


Organized March 20, 1855, 


with the Rev. William H. Hill 
as first rector, the church func- 
tioned as Masonic Hall until 
destruction of that building by 
fire in 1856. The congregation 
thereupon moved to the Sons 
of 
Temperance 
Hall. 
Soon 


afterward, 
Gold Hill Mining 


Company 
offered 
to donate 


sufficient land for erection of 
a church edifice. 
Work was 


started immediately and the 
present Emmanuel Church was 
opened for worship in August, 
1857. 


Of Gothic a r c h i t e c t u r e 


throughout, the building cost 
approximately $6000. 
Electric 


lights were installed in 1897 
and during the following year 
a choir room was added. 
It 


is now the 
oldest 
existing 


house of worship in Nevada 
County; buildings of other de- 
nominations which preceded it 
having been destroyed by fire. 


According to archives of the 


church, Mary A. Thayer was 
the first person baptized, the 
ceremony taking place April 
29, 1855. The first wedding was 
that of James E. Pringle and 
Mary L. Herrick on Aug. 5, 
1855, and the first Confirma- 
tion Class was presented Nov. 
11, 1856. Among notes of trag- 
edy entered in the historic rec- 
ords is an account of the death 
of the Rev. Henry O. G. Smea- 
tham, third rector 
of 
the 


church, who was massacred by 
Indians in .Surprise Valley, 
Nev., while transacting church 
business in that district in 
1859.

WN 1912 SANTAYANA skeptically considered his Harvard 
•*• philosophy class, stopped talking right in the middle of a 
sentence and walked out. Nobody In America has seen him since, 
but he has continued to trace the patterns of order in human 
behavior for the pessimistic, the patient, or the plainly thought- 
ful Individual who con think on them without going mad. 


Now 88, the philosopher con- 


cludes that "chaos Is perhaps 
at the bottom of everything," 
which Is a tidy enough conclu- 
sion, but quite lacking In com- 
fort for anybody but the most 
deeply philosophical. 
Santay- 


ana's view of the Russians, 
however resigned. Is appalling 
to anybody below the age ot 
88 and moderately healthy. The 
fact that any evil has In It the 
seeds oi its own destruction 
might be considered a truism by 
deep thinkers, but the thought 
not so deep, and the view not 
so long Is not one to bring re- 
laxation. 


Santayana finds little favor 


with cither Russia or the Unit- 
ed States. 
He feels—perhaps 


with some degree of righteous- 
ness—that under either system 
the Individual lacks a spiritual 
bent, for both systems aspire 
to be "dominations" Instead of 
"powers," and a conscience Is 
as adaptable on this side as 
on the other side of the Iron 
Curtain, 


There Is a certain needling 


fear In the consideration of, 
"Conviction' has deserted the 
civilized mind: and a good con- 
science exists only at the ex- 
treme left. In that crudely de- 
luded mass of plethoric human- 
ity which perhaps forms the 
substance of another material 
title destined to sweep away the 
remnants of our old vanities, 
and to breed new vanities of Its 
own." 


But perhaps conviction hasn't 


deserted the civilized mind: per- 
haps It only hides, fearful of 
showing Itself in such mixed 
company.

WT IS almost impossible not 


to make an appealing pic- 


ture of a chubby, cute baby— 
whether his mood be one of 
laughter or tears, of a little 
smile or lusty howl. Sturdy lit- 
tle boys and demure little 
misses are also sure-fire subject 
material. 


But what about the child that 


has reached the "awkward age" 
—that in-b e t w e e n-s t a g e of 
braces or missing teeth, of tall, 
growing thinnness or extra 
pudglness? This child isn't cer- 
tainly in his or her most attrac- 
tive period. He may easily be 
very self-conscious—and never 
more so than when he comes 
face to face with a camera. 


Many adults recall with an 


embarrassed grimace the pic- 
tures of themselves at whatever 
was for them the "awkward 
age." I know one young woman 
whose father recently presented 
her with a snapshot of herself, 
taken with her eighth-birthday 
cake. The accompanying note 
read, "Anytime you get to feel- 
ing pretty well satisfied with 
yourself, take a look at this." 
There she stood, straight and 
staring. Her hair was cut in 
mode approved by her friends, 
if not her mother. It was what 
was known as a "boyish bob." 


The way to avoid pictures 


such as this at the "awkward 
age" is to pose the child en- 
gaged in some activity which 
is sufficiently interesting to 
make him forget himself—and 
the camera. As we've said 
many times' before, it is always 
a good idea to have the people 
in your pictures doing some- 
thing, but never is it more im- 
portant than in this case. 


Candid shots of these young 


people may prove to be the very 
best — snap 'em when they 
aren't looking and a v o i d a 
battle with unattractive poses. 
These "awkward age" s h o t s 
can have a tremendous appeal 
for parents.

kle with a little flour. 


7. Pull a pie crust from the 


oven and it's just-right if It 
looks rough and a bit blist- 
ered—golden b r o w n around 
the edge, paler toward center.

which separate it from the lanai. 
A wall of windows in the lanal 
open on the garden behind the 
house. 
Split bamboo roller 


blinds filter the sunlight and 
provide night privacy. 


The built-ins which house the 


stone collection are in a corner 
of this room. Narrow drawers 
are partitioned so the various 
types of stones can be kept in 
order. Equipment is stored in 
cabinets and some of the rocks 
are displayed on shelves above.

The best of blown glass- 
ware contains lead, for clarity 
and purity. Another name for 
lead glass is flint glass. 


Good quality pressed glass- 


such large pieces as plates, can- 
delabra, bowls—contains lime,

toughness 
and 


strength. Therefore, when you 
tap it, its tone is muffled, not 
resonant. 


Lorna Langley, home man- 


agement specialist at North 
Carolina State College, sug- 
gests that it is "well to have 
at least two sets of glassware 
—a rather plain substantial 
glassware to use every day, 
and a more dainty, luxurious 
pattern for formal entertain- 
ing." 
A charming, practical 


choice for every-day use is the 
quaint milk glass which repro- 
duces prized early American 
rnllk glass pieces. It is turned 
out by American craftsmen to- 
day in the same greater 'Ohio 
River Valley area where the 
art of glassmaking has contin- 
ued for more than three cen- 
turies. 
COLORED glassware should 
^ show an even tint when 
you hold it up to daylight or 
electric light. 
The darker-col- 


ored glass, such as ruby, emer- 
ald or amethyst, should show a 
deep glow and sparkle when 
held up to the light. 


Look 
for 
smooth 
edges. 


Glassware edges 
should be 


even, never rough and scratchy. 
In hand-cut crystal, the design 
should be sharp and accurate. 
If 
etched, each 
tiny 
detail 


should be distinct and clearly 
defined. 


When you choose stemware, 


look for a firm joining of base 
and stem, and of bowl and 
stem.—C. C.

in your garden may be non- 
existent in your neighbor's, 
and possibly the wind will blow 
trash past your landscape, de- 
positing all the rubbish next 
door. There are many indi- 
vidual problems as well as 
those that seem fairly preva- 
lent. 


A clean edge bordering the 


lawn area will give your gar- 
den a dressy appearance. Grass 
plants, especially Bermuda run- 
ners, may grow In a lateral as 
well as an upright position. 
The law mower usually whacks 
oil the excess vertical growth 
while the runners often con- 
tinue unabated across your 
sidewalk and parking area. A 
grass shear is the tool for 
this job; that is, for small 
areas. And no lawn mowing 
job is complete unless the en- 
tire area has been trimmed 
with a lawn edger. 


You can operate a lawn 


edger with the greatest 
effi- 


ciency if the ground is wet. 
Otherwise, the hard soil resists 
the cutting edge, thus forcing 
you to exert more pressure. 
And be sure that the edger is 


kept in a thoroughly sharpened 
condition; a dull blade Is what 
causes the backaches. 


Trees may also require a 


certain amount of thinning out 
at this time. Branches that 
hang down may prove dan- 
gerous to innocent passers-by 
It is a fairly general rule that 
all limbs bending over back- 
wards to a low point should be 
removed. Trees that became 
exceedingly dense towards the 
center are often thinned out 
somewhat. This is a precau- 
tionary measure in w i n d y 
areas, the heavy growth resists 
the wind and some damage 
may result in bad weather. 
Thinning out the .superfluous 
growth allows the wind to blow 
through. 
•OEST CONTROL is actually 
*^ an all-year job but for 
most amateurs that is usually 
considered a theory, rather 
than a practice. But spring is 
the time when bugs and dis- 
ease are active, a vigilant pro- 
gram now will reduce the popu- 
lation of garden pests later on. 
Oil your sprayer if it requires 
oiling, wash it out thoroughly 
if it has been stored for any 


Gardens need a spring "housecleaning," too. One import- 
ant chore is removal oi vegetation from water basins. 


length of time. Having a clean 
garden, free of bugs and dis- 
ease, is essential in your spring 
house cleaning program. 


Hedge plants s h o u l d be 


trimmed up to present a neat 
and uniform appearance. 
A 


few of the more aggressive 
specimens that may require re- 
shaping at this time include 
privet, eugenias, myrtus, cy- 
press and several of the juni- 
pers. Make certain your hedge 
has a uniform height. 


From here on out your vines 


are going to grow rapidly. In 
time, unless properly support- 
ed, they will become top-heavy. 
Should the added weight not 
be properly trellised, the entire 
plant may break away. Do 
not wait until disaster hits be- 
fore providing sufficient sup- 
port. Plant ties, made express- 
ly for this purpose, are avail- 
able at all garden 
supply 


stores. They cost just a lew 
cents.

Loran, meaning 
long range navigation, another 
position-determining aid and a 
product of wartime ingenuity, 
leaps hundreds of miles farther 
into the sea with greater ac- 
curacy than radio-beacons; 700 
miles during the day and 1400 
miles at night, Loran transmit- 
ting has rapidly become a very 
important job with the Coast 
Guard and is constantly praised 
by both trans-oceanic ships and 
aircraft. 


Ten Coast Guard enlisted 


men, 
mostly electronics tech- 


nicians, headed by Chief Elec- 
tronics Technician Preston F. 
Ott, 
maintain the loran sta- 


tion. 


Point Arguello'-s lifeboat sta- 


tion, constructed in 1938, is lo- 
cated about three miles south 
of the actual Point, at the foot 
of a large grassy field placed 
75 leet above the perennially 
cold waters. Leaving the light 
and loran stations, usually en- 
veloped in a cold and clammy 
fog only a lew miles north, is 
like leaving night lor day. The 
fog which plagues the Point 
comes southward in a narrow 
band and, though it hits Argu- 
ello, often misses completely 
the lifeboat station and passes 
southward about a mile off- 
shore. 


The Coast Guard has always 


been proud of its small boat 
seamanship.

STRICTER 
subdivision re- 
^ quirements have been an- 
nounced by D. D. Watson, state 
real estate commissioner. This 
new policy particularly affects 
water supply and sewage dis- 
posal conditions in connection 
with newly launched develop- 
ments. 


"New 
tracts which are to be 


served by mutual water com- 
panies will be closely scruti- 
nized," Watson stated, "to de- 
termine that an assured sup- 
ply of water is available." 


The commissioner also stat- 


ed that he is deeply concerned 
in those cases where the sub- 
divider proposes to employ 
septic tanks or cesspools. A 
state-wide survey of many old 
and proposed new subdivision 
tracts indicates that in many 
cases where public sewers are 
not available, septic tanks and 
cesspools cannot be used satis- 
factorily due to high ground- 
water levels, impervious clays, 
or because lots lie on steep 
hillsides. 
Health authorities have ad- 


vised that if a cesspool, septic 
tank or other subsurface drain- 
age system overflows because 
the soil does not absorb the 
drainage, the home owner faces 
two big problems—an unsani- 
tary condition in his yard and 
a large financial outlay in an 
attempt to solve the problem. 


"I shall employ every means 


afforded me under the law to 
prevent the sale of tracts 
which create these problems 
for the buyer," the commis- 
sioner stated. "In the future, 
subdividers who have not made 
provisions for public sewer in- 
stallations must furnish a posi- 
tive statement from the local 
county or city authority hav- 
ing jurisdiction, stating that in- 
stallation of septic tanks or 
cesspools will definitely be per- 
mitted, and setting forth any 
requirements that must be met 
regarding such installations. I 
have found many cases where 
local authorities were noncom- 
mittal and indefinite as to 
whether or not they will per- 
mit the installation and use of 
septic tanks. The prospective 
home owner is entitled to know 
definitely before he makes an 
investment whether or not sat- 
isfactory means of sewage dis- 
posal is available to him/'
